SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer disk entitled Glock 3 is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The computer disk relates to another of the same title, and was created from a 
website on the Internet known as ‘Glock 3’. The material contained on this disk is four 
still image files. These files mainly appear to be headings. One file includes a 
drawing of an archaic fused ‘ball’ bomb, and another depicts two ‘Glock’ pistols 
pointed at each other and connected at the barrel by a thin red line. Although bombs 
and firearms are readily associated with violence and serious physical harm, the 
Classification Office considers there are no matters arising from this publication that 
make its general availability injurious to the public good. 
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
